You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at     the     Benton 
Community  Building-    in    said  Benton    on    the  sec 
Tuesday  of  March  next,   (March  14th)   at  ten  o'clock 
in  the  forenoon  until  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  to 
act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Article  1 .  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk,  one  Selectman 
for  three  years,  (George  Crewe  being  the  outgoing 
member),  one  Selectman  for  one  year,  (Albert  Mardin 
being  the  outgoing  member),  one  Highway  Agent,  one 
Tax  Collector,  one  Town  Treasurer,  one  Auditor,  one 
Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  three  years,  one  Library 
Trustee  for  three  years,  and  all  other  necessary  Town 
Officers  and  Agents  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  2.  To  hear  the  Reports  of  Officers  and 
Agents  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

Article  3 .  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  Town  Officers'  sala- 
ries and  expenses,  for  the  repair  and  maintenance  and. 
construction  of  highways  and  bridges,  for  the  observ- 
ance of  Memorial  Day  and  for  all  other  Town  charges 
and  expenses  for  the  ensuing  year.

OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Beard  and  Citizens  of  Benton: 

I  herewith  present  my  first  annual  report  as 
superintendent  of  your  schools. 

The  total  enrollment  for  the  school  in  1942-1943 
was  16.  The  average  membership  13.27.  The  per- 
cent of  attendance  93.10','  and  the  number  of  tardi- 
nesses were  8.  There  were  four  pupils  attending 
Haverhill  Academy.  There  were  two  elementary  pu- 
pils at  East  Haverhill,  three  at  Haverhill  Comer  and 
two  at  Glencliff . 

This  year  the  total  enrollment  is  10. 

There  is  one  pupil  attending  Haverhill  Academy 
and  ten  pupils  attending  an  el:memtary  school  outside 
the  district. 

Mrs.  Katie  Paige  of  Groton,  Vermont  is  teaching 
your  school  this  year.  Mrs.  Paige  is  an  experienced 
teacher;  she  understands1  the  problems  of  a  rural  com- 
munity ;she  has  taught  fundamentals  well  and  in  ad- 
dition she  has  done  valuable  work  in  Home  Economics 
and  Agriculture.
